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RIDGWAY INSISTS 
ARMED FORCES 
BE WITHDRAWN 


Wants Forces Out of Kae­ 
song or Agree on Some 
Other Meeting Place 


“LACK GOOD FAITH” 


Allied Delegation Not To 
Return Until Reds Drop 
Assumed “Host” Role

UN TRUCE CAMP NEAR KAE­ 
SONG. July 13—(INS)—Gen. Mat­ 
thew R. Ridgway demanded today 
that 
the 
Communists 
withdraw 
their armed forces from Kaesong or 
agree to meet at some other -to ta l­ 
ly demilitarised—place if they want 
the Korean Armistice conference 
to be resumed. 
The United Nations supreme com­ 
mander made it clear In a message 
to the North Korean-Chinese high 
command that the Allied delegation 
will not return to the suspended 
talks until the Reds drop their self­ 
assumed role of host. 
Up until a late hour Friday neith­ 
er the Peiping nor Pyongyang radio 
had made any mention of a Commu­ 
nist reply to Rldgway’s message 
radioed to North Korean Premier 
Kim Ii Sung and Chinese Gen. 
Pens Teh-Hual. 
For the second straight day .there 
was no truce negotiating session. 
Rldgway's delegation remained at 
the UN truce camp. 15 miles south­ 
east of Kaesong, after having brok­ 
en off the talks when armed Red 
guards turned back 20 Allied news­ 
men trying to enter the “armistice 
city" Thursday. 
The UN supreme commander, in 
his message broadcast to the enemy 
command Friday morning, blamed 
“unreasonable a n d unnecessary" 
Red restrictions at and around 
Kaesong for the suspension of the 
conference. 
He demanded “equality of treat­ 
ment” for both sides as the price 
for resumption of the negotiations. 
Ridgway charged the Commu­ 
nists with a lack of good faith in 
their refusal so far to accord equal­ 
ity to the UN delegation. 
He proposed that a completely 
demilitarised circle around Kae­ 
song he established, with a diam­ 
eter of five miles, and that all 
roads leading to the city also be 
cleared of armed forces of both 
sides. 
He asked, furthermore, that each 
delegation he limited to a total per­ 
sonnel of HO at any one time and 
that thes^ be chosen by each chief 
delegate, with freedom of move­ 
ment guaranteed within the neu­ 
tralised circle.

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The Youngdahl Affair 


C aailiiiH frow Pac* OM 
dahl, who is called one of the strongest Republican vote- 
getters iii the business, as a means of launching a Stassen- 
for-1 'resident boom early next year. Minnesota's primaries 
are in March, which would be an ideal time to set a Stassen 
bandwagon in motion. 
I he dopesters go further and say that the elimination 
of Gov. Youngdahl from the picture upsets the whole Stas­ 
sen timetable, and in fact means that Minnesota, "instead 
of supporting Stassen, most likely will wind up pledging 
its delegates to Senator Taft. 
Indeed, some of the speculators in this affair go still 
one step further, and say that Mr. Truman "planned it that 
way," because he would much rather run against Senator 
Taft than face any of the so-called liberal group, among 
whom Mr. Stassen counts himself. 
All this may or may not be true. It may or may not 
be true that Mr. Stassen has been eliminated, or has 
been given an almost hopeless handicap. 
It may or may not be true that Mr. Truman has 
decided that Senator Taft would be the easiest man for 
him to beat. The results in Ohio last year, where the CIO, 
"liberals" and the White House (Pend^rgast) boys all 
went to town to eliminate Taft, certainly doesn't make 
Taft out to be a pushover. For that matter, President Tru­ 
man may remember what some others have forgotten — 
that Taft is one of the extremely few men in this country 
who "took the President on" in nationwide radio debates, 
not once Ait twice, in the vetoes of the Taft-Hartley Labor 
Act and the Tax-Reduction Law, back in 1947, and out- 
debated him hands down both times. 
What Truman did is substantially what his prede­ 
cessor, President Roosevelt did, back in 1940 when he was 
preparing for his third-term campaign, and offered a string 
of big-shot Republicans positions in his cabinet. Knox 
and Stimson accepted, and their loss very nearly blitzed 
the Republican Party— which was the intention. 
From tactical standpoints, and particularly from the 
position of anyone who, as is said of Mr. Stassen, had made 
plans in which the Minnesota governor was essential, the 
loss of Mr. Youngdahl may be annoying and disturbing. 
In the broader sense, it is hard to avoid the conclu­ 
sion that if Mr. Youngdahl's Republican convictions were 
so shallow that the offer of a job at the hands of a Demo­ 
cratic President, even the "cushy" life-time job of Federal 
Judge, would reverse them, then his departure is not 
really a loss at all, but a gain—since it eliminates a weak 
spot which would have caused trouble at some time; per­ 
haps more seriously at another moment than at present. 
This matter of political conviction and political faith 
is one of profound significance in estimating the troubles 
into which this nation seems to be floundering deeper and 
deeper, and from which everyone seems powerless to de­ 
liver us. 
The difference between the two parties demonstrates 
the difficulties which are involved. The Democratic party 
is all discipline and no ideas; loyalty in that party is pur­ 
chased with a club. On the Republican side, there are 
millions of ideas, nearly all different, and neither discipline 
nor unanimous loyalty. 
There is a hard core of Republicanism, regrettably 
dwindling under the impact of time, which would nail the 
flag to the mast and, sink or swim, survive or perish, com­ 
promise no essential principle. 
There is a horde of opportunities, bound by no faith 
and tied by no loyalties, who have hidden their lack of 
fixed principles under the tag-lines of "progressives" and 
"liberals;" who, as in the present case of Youngdahl, and 
in the terms of a philosophy expounded at much length 
by such ideologists as Senator Henry Cabot Lodge, appear 
to have no political concepts which a good job wouldn t 
change, or a chance to win an election wouldn t reverse. 
The late Senator Vandenberg, cf Michigan, aban­ 
doned a half-century of exposition of a school of political 
thought, to help trap his Republican party in the morass 
of "bi partisan ism." 
Now the Republicn Governor of a nearby state has 
walked out on his party and his asserted convictions for 
the sake of a Federal judgeship. 
Who comes next?
